When we endeavor to trace the 
history of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed in our efforts to place the 
merit where it belongs we are con- Red. 
cerned with many families as well as many individuals of the breed. 
It is said by many persons that the family question has done dam- 
age to our cattle, but until we adopt some more efficient system of 
classifying our cattle we must be content with the system at present 
used. It is only by tracing the family line that we can obtain a 
knowledge of the early breeding of any particular strain of cattle 
and thereby estimate the merit of the breeding in that particular 
strain. ; 
The “Georgina’s of Burnside” are of Scottish origin having 
been developed in the world’s greatest Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
nursery, “The Ballindalloch Herd.” For that reason the family is 
now more popularly called the

We are mainly concerned with 
the descendants of the latter cow 


produced herewith the pedigree 
of Gadie -4535- (43852) a pro- 
duct of Ballindalloch and a richly bred representative of this dis- 
tinguished strain. We find that the early foundation upon which 
the modern fashionable and utility family was to be developed was 
the cow Susan of Burnside, bred by William Robertson the father 
of the founder of the Georginas. On this cow he used a Ballindal- 
loch bull Roger (70) and secured the cow Bell of Burnside (681), 
which cow in turn produced a calf which was purchased by James 
Skinner of Drumin and named Princess of Drumin (950), thus for 
a time the family passed from Burnside to Drumin and the breed- 
ing was carried on for three generations by Mr. James Skinner. 
Princess of Drumin was calved in 1860 and when of breeding age 
was mated with Defiance (397), thereby starting the family on 
its march to distinction. Defiance was bred at Tillyfour and was 
by Rob Roy MacGregor (267) which bull also sired the great Black 
Prince of Tillyfour. From this mating Princess of Drumin dropped 
Drumin Queen (954), which cow was in turn mated to the Tillyfour- 
bred Marshall (399) by Black Prince of Tillyfour and produced 
Duchess of Drumin (1681). This latter cow was calved in 1867 and 
concludes seven years of breeding in the hands of James Skinner at 
Drumin. It was in 1860 that he secured the fine cow Princess of 


, ' in our study of this now large 
and growing family. The fact that William Robertson secured the 
heifer Georgina of Burnside from Drumin just as soon as oppor- 
tunity offered and the later purchase of this heifer and her heifer 
calf at the Robertson draft sale in 1884, by the agent of Sir George 
MacPherson Grant was a double tribute to the handling of this fam- 
ily by James Skinner of Drumin during the ten years that they were 
in his hands. It is quite apparent from subsequent events that it 
was the merit of the animals in the strain as well as the early con- 
nection with his father’s farm that prompted William Robertson to 
make the purchase. The success of the family in the show yard un- 
der the management of Ballindalloch was a further proof of the 
merit of the early work that had been done in building construct- 
ively with the Drumin Queens (later called the Georgina of Burn- 
side) at Drumin. 

With the passing to Ballindalloch of the leading Georginas the 
real history of the family began, because the descendants certain- 
ly proved to be show animals of real merit and won many distinc- 
tions for that now famous herd. In the early history of the family 
at Ballindalloch they were referred to as the Drumin Queens, but 
later the now well known name was adopted. (Continued on page 16 
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1889—The Romance of Glencarnock—1935 


The earlier part of our story 
only really brought us to the point 
where the now Internationally fa- 
mous herd was founded and one of 
the real romances in the cattle breeding business of the Dominion 
of Canada commenced. That is the thought that has suggested the 
title to this story. Like all romances there was a good deal of the 
practical and difficult when we dig deeply enough beneath the sur- 
face to discover it. The years between the founding of the herd 
and the year 1904 were years of steady slow progress. The country 
was new, times were not too prosperous and there was many a hard 
struggle to make things go as they should, but the herd grew con- 
sistently larger and better. 

A large grazing lease was obtained south of the village of Oak 
Lake, Manitoba, about 35 miles from Brandon and the large herd 
was pastured there in the summer time. Many tons of hay were 
put up on this fand and the cattle carried throughout the winter 
on the hay which was cut close by where the cattle were grazed 
Bulls were sold to ranchers and farmers all over the West and peo- 
ple were gradually interested in the Aberdeen-Angus breed of cat- 
tle. It was from here that Senator McGillvray obtained some 50 
head of two-year-old bulls for shipment to North Dakota. He trad- 
ed horses for the bulls as it was in the days when one traded cattle 
for hay, horses or anything 
else he could use. Money 
was not plentiful and bar- 
ter and trade was com- 
mon. The Senator stayed 
all night at the home of 
John R. Hume, of Souris, 
during the trip to get the 
bulls and the next day the 
50 head of black bulls 
were driven past on the 
way to Brandon for load- 
ing. It is probably that 
this accounts to some ex- 
tent for Mr. Hume’s later 
interest in the Doddies. 

The breeding practices 
established at that time 
were consistently followed 
and Donald Dhu of Mulben 
was kept in the herd until 
1898, although Sir John of 
Eastview -292- (a _ bull 
bred by R. H. Pope, Cook- 
shire, Quebec) was secur- 
ed for use on the Donald 
heifers. Sir John had first 
been purchased by Robert 
Hall of Griswold and later 
was used on many of the 
heifers in the Glencarnock 
herd. The Pope bull was 
out of Queen of Eastview, 
a Fanny of Kinnaird im- 
ported by Mr. Pope. He 
was a direct descendant of 
the famous bull Judge 
(1150) previously secured 
by the Heatherton herd of 
Judge Goodwin in the United States. Gradually the herd grew in 
numbers and about the year 1897 Mr. McGregor began to select out 
the cows that did not exactly meet his ideal as top breeding matrons 
for a select herd and these were sent to the ranch in Alberta where 
they were used as commercial breeding cows, raising calves solely 
for beef purposes. Mr. McGregor in company with Mr. Ross and 
Mr. Murphy had formed what was known as the Grand Forks Cat- 
tle Company and they brought up 1500 head of dogie cows from 
Mexico for use as breeders on the ranch. One very large shipment 
of these cows arrived in April and in the very midst of one of the 
worst storms in the Western range history. The cattle were suf- 
fering fearfully from the cold in the cars and it was dangerous to 
turn them loose in.such a storm without shelter. After consider- 
ation it was decided that the cows would be safer turned loose than 
they would be left to freeze in the cars. When they were tumed 
out they drifted with the storm, tumbled over the banks of the river 
and piled up in large numbers in various places. More than three 
quarters of the shipment was lost outright in that storm. The re- 
maining cows were bred to Aberdeen-Angus bulls and they produc- 
ed such fine smooth calves that the bulls of this breed rapidly gain-

There followed in succession at Glencainock a number of pulls 
of championship calibre, selected mainly for the excellent individ ‘ 
ality which they possessed. The Pope-bred bull was followed by 
Lord Aberdeen 8rd -634- a grand champion throughout the Dominio, 
when shown by that prominent and successful breeder James aw. 
man of Guelph, Ont. On his sire’s side this bull was a direct des. 
cendant of the great bull Paris 3rd (imported and owned by H.M 
Cochrane, Hillhurst, Quebec) while on the other hand we find that 
his dam was by Ermine Bearer -9- a good Erica son of Young Vis- 
count, bred by Sir George McPherson Grant, Ballindalloch, and own. 
ed and used for a time by Mossom Boyd of Bobcageon, Ontario, Lord 
Aberdeen was a successful sire and was followed later by Kyma’s 
Laddie, a son. This latter 
bull was out of one of the 
Ontario Agr, College bred 
Kymas sired by the high 
priced imported bull 
Strathglass. This bull cost 
the college $2500 and was 
one of the greatest of the 
early sires in this country, 
A Bowman-bred bull, Elm 
Park Laird 2nd -1725- fol- 
lowed Kyma’s Laddie. He 
was a good son of Kyma’s 
Heir -858- the bull that 
was 4 times grand cham- 
pion at the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition at Tor- 
onto for James Bowman of 
Guelph. Kyma’s Heir was 
by Jus -180- an imported 
Jilt from the herd at Owen 
C. Wallis, Bradley Hall, 
England, and a full broth- 
er to Jim James, famous in 
the United States when 
the Evans herd was at the 
top of its form. The dam 
of Kyma’s Heir was by the 
imported $2500 bull 
Strathglass. Such breed- 
ing was almost bound to 
produce a champion and 
sires backed by _ such 
breeding were . certainly 
destined to leave theit 
mark on the herd at Glen- 
carnock. During the years 
that we have passed over 
rapidly there was close ¢0- 
operation between Mr. McGregor and Mr. James Bowman ° 
Guelph, Ontario, and many of the McGregor bulls came from the 
Elm Park herd. Elm Park Stamp 2nd -2317- followed Elm Patk 
Laird and that was almost the last of the Elm Park bulls used 
this herd. 

During the years from 1898 to 1904 Mr. McGregor was absent 
much of his time in the Yukon territory during the great gold rush 
that started in ’98, but the herd was getting larger and stronget 
during all these years. Cattle had been exhibited with great suc 
cess at Winnipeg and Brandon shows, but very little had been done 
in the way of exhibiting at more distant points. With the return 
of Mr. McGregor after his work in the north was concluded we = 
young Kenneth McGregor (who is so well known to Journal rer 
ers) rowing to young manhood and rapidly taking the place tha 
was later to be his in directing the destinies of .the Glencarnoe 
herd. A new policy was therefore put steadily into effect - ] 
was commenced with the purchase of the bull Laird of Alta ~ fe 
from A. C. Binnie, of Iowa.

stock. This bull did valuable service in the herd. Many breeding 
females were secured from leading American herds so that the herd 
of breeding females was gradually very much strengthened. 

[It is probable that the most important event in the history of 
the herd up to this time was the purchase jointly with Mr. James 
Bowman of Guelph, Ontario, of the bull Prince of Benton -828-. In 
a recent letter Mr. McGregor says of Prince of Benton: “This bull 
was selected in Scotland by that veteran breeder of Ontario—Mr. 
James Bowman. We purchased him jointly and he was used for 
several years in both herds. As I look back now I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that he was, in my opinion, the best bull ever import- 
ed to America of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. We exhibited him 
from Halifax to Vancouver and he was always champion. Asa sire 
he was without a peer. I have never known a bull that was as im- 
pressive as Prince of Benton. His females particularly were very 
uniform and refined; all had beautiful heads and carried nice smooth 
flesh. After being used in both herds for a number of years he 
finally died while in the possession of Mr. Bowman at Guelph.”

chased Prince of 
Benton he consid- 
ered him one of the 
two best bulls he 
had seen there.

mals from Glencarnock were more widely shown and assumed a 
leading position. In both Eastern and Western Canada the Glen- 
cainock herd won extensively as it did in the United States, but in 
such a story as this it would be quite impossible to detail the re- 
ports of the shows. Later we will give special attention to the show 
yard achievements of the herd. Just here we are hurrying over the 
period from 1890 to 1904 as the years in which the herd was in the 
formative stage and during which the foundation was laid for later 
successes. The foundation is. undoubtedly of outstanding import- 
ance, but we have only time to scan the foundation and pass on to 
the results of the early building, which first brought the Glencar- 
nock herd before the North American public in a forceful and dra- 
matic manner.

PROGRESSIVE GOVERNMENT 
UPHELD BY SUPERIOR COURT. ° 

On March 21st Judge Dennis E. Sullivan of the Superior Court 
of Cook County, Illinois, handed down his decree in the case of The 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, which concludes 
a hearing in that Court which has been on the docket since the an- 
nual meeting in December, 1923. In the decree Representative Gov- 
ernment is sustained and the Board of Directors designated with 
the expiration of their respective terms in office. President Judge 
S. C. Fullerton, is declared as duly elected and placed at the head 
of the organization. The Delegate system is established in lieu of 
the old proxy system which has kept the association and its mem- 
bership in a constant turmoil for the past twenty years or such a 
matter. Peace and harmony should now prevail and breeders every- 
where may safely mark up the inventory value of their cattle. 

It is the sincere desire and wish of the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal that this controversy may be forgotten immediately and that 
all hands will turin to developing and promoting the breed. Judge 
Suilivan’s decision may be summarized into four points: 

(1) It finds in favor of cumulative voting for directors at the 
annual meetings of 1923 and 1924; 

(2) It finds that the meeting of 1924 properly created six ad- 
ditional directors; 

(3) It finds that the meeting of 1924 properly elected S. C. 
Fullerton president of the association; and 

(4) It finds that the annual meeting of 1924 properly adopted 
the delegate system of organization for the association. 

The portion of the decree containing the orders with respect 
to these matters covers about four pages and reads as follows:

AND DECREE: 

1. That the articles of association of the complainant associa- 
tion as issued by the Secretary of State of Illinois, November 26,

49th Annual Meeting. 

The 49th annual meeting of the Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Raisers Association 
was held during the week beginning March 
16th at San Antonio, Texas. A good attend- 
ance was recorded and much optimism dis- 
played on the part of the cattle men as to 
the future possibilities of the industry. A 
much different air prevailed despite the fact 
that last year’s depression had removed 
some 880 members from the roll. Against 
this decrease in membership the secretary 
reported 200 new members, making the 
present membership nearly 2300 represent- 
ing approximately 1,300,000 head of cattle. 

A majority of the men present were there 
for business and the discussions and pro- 
grams were entered into in a genuinely bus- 
iness like manner.

It was reported at the meeting that some 
trading had been carried on with Oklahoma 
and Kansas, but that the big movement to 
the North and Northwest had not as yet got 
underway. Chiefly it is said because the 
cowmen of Texas and the puichasers up 
country had not as yet agreed upon a basis 
for dealings. The prolonged drouth of the 
Southwest has caused no little hardship in 
handling the cattle. The winter season has 
been very favorable and the losses much 
smaller than usual. Just what the northern 
pasturage demands will require is as yet 
somewhat uncertain. It is hoped however 
that early rains will come to the relief to 
the pastures. 

The semi-centenial session will be held in 
Fort Worth in 1926 and the way Fort Worth 
does things assures that the meeting will be 
a great success. This association is to be 
congratulated on its growth and the splen- 
did work it has been carrying on in behalf 
of the cattlemen of Texas and the South- 
west generally. The Journal extends best 
wishes and hopes for the most successful 
mae in the history of the association for 
1925.

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THE DRAFT HORSE SITUATION 


BY ELLIS McFARLAND, Secretary 
The Percheron Society of America, Chicago, Illinois 


The horse business has turned the corner 


and is speeding in the right direction once 
more. Breeders have every reason to be en- 
couraged over the prospects. During the 
past fiscal year of the Percheron Society of 
America, which closed October 31, 1924, we 
registered nearly 4,000 colts and transferred 
a little over 5,000 horses. Since November 
1, up to the present time, we have recorded 
159 more colts than were recorded during 
the same period a year ago. It is true that 
there are, perhaps, thousands of pure bred 
colts in this country right now that are not 
registered and are old enough to be regis- 
tered. As a matter of fact, we ale register- 
ing only about one-third as many colts now 


as we did seven, eight and ten years ago. 
However, the interesting side of the matter 
is that we are receiving any number of ap- 
plications for colts three years old and over, 
and we are getting innumerable letters from 
breeders asking the cost of recording colts. 
They admit they have not registered any 
colts for several years and have forgotten 
our rules and the fees required. This all in- 
dicates the renewal of interest among breed- 
ers of Percherons throughout the country. 

The same interest was manifested among 
breeders at our last International. I know 
I am safe in saying that there were more 
horses changed hands at our last show than 
have changed hands at this same exhibition 
for the last three years put together. One 
breeder sold a pair of mares for $2200. This 
same breeder took two prospective buyers 
home with him from the show and to one he 
sold five mares and a stallion and to the oth- 
er buyer he sold six mares. One buyer at 
the International Show reported that fifty 
head of pure bred draft stallions and mares 
had been taken out of his county in the last 
thirty days. This man was located in about 
the central part of lowa. There were sever- 
al prospective buyers for good mares at the 
International and most of them came from 
the Eastern part of the United States. I 
feel absolutely safe in predicting that the 
business for 1925 is going to show a very 
great increase over the Percheron business 
as reported for 1924. 

The ordinary work horse market has held 
up remarkably well during the winter 
months. In fact ordinary geldings weighing 
1900 to 2000 pounds are selling on the Chi- 
cago market right now for $250 to $300. All 
of you know, who are in close touch with 
draft horse affairs, that the best time to 
market a good draft gelding is in Match or 
April. Of course, climatic conditions in the 


Eastern part of the United States determine 
very largely the proper time in which to 
market high class draft horses. It will be 
of interest to farmers and breeders to learn 
that newspaper reports of horse markets are 
not always reliable. I happen to be in close 
touch with the market at Chicago where I 
have noticed that practically none of the 
high class geldings are ever sold through 
the market auction. These horses are sold 
at private sale. The newspaper reporter 
visits the auction and the impression which 
he gets, and later reports through the col- 
umns of the paper, is determined by the 
prices that are paid for these ordinary 
horses that are sold at public auction. There- 


fore, it is very easy to understand how a 
reader can be misled with respect to the 


value of horses of different kinds. I will 
admit that the prices as reported for ordin- 
ary chunks and common plugs are in accord- 
ance with the exact facts. 

The city trade has a lot to do with the 
prices that farmers get for the horses they 
have to sell. The reason for that is that city 
buyers will pay a great deal more for a real 
good horse than the farmers will pay. The 
man in the city, who keeps accurate cost ac- 
counts, has learned from bitter experience 
that it is expensive business to try to oper- 
ate his plant with small or inferior horses. 
In other words, from the standpoint of ex- 
pense, there is a lot of difference between 
buying a $300 gelding that will work for ten 
years and a $225 gelding that will last only 
five years. Those who are in close touch 
with large teaming interests in cities can 
cite dozens of instances very similar to the 
one I have just described. Therefore, it is 
very easy to understand why city trade sets 
the price or value of these horses which you 
farmers raise. In fact, in Eastern cities par- 
ticularly there is a great demand for these 
real top-notchers as an advertising medium. 
Large dealers claim a good looking horse 
hitched to an attractive wagon makes a 
turn-out that is a paying investment to them 
as an advertising proposition. 

There have been several attempts by city 
governments to pass ordinances to keep 
horses off the streets for one reason or an- 
other. I believe, however, that there is only 
one city in the country that has been suc- 
cessful in this attempt. I believe Los Ange- 
les succeeded in passing an ordinance to pre- 
vent horses coming into certain zones after 
4:30 in the evening. However, if a horse 
or team is already working within the zone 
at the time mentioned, they can go ahead. 


One can readily understand the need for 
such a ruling when he considers that the 
streets in Los Angeles are so exceedingly 
narrow. Even though this ordinance having 
been passed in that one city may not affect 
the buying of horses in that territory to any 
considerable extent, it does provide a goud 
talking point for truck salesmen who call 
upon business men in their cities. 

In such a city as Chicago there is a very 
good reason why the number of horses used 
on the streets has decreased and the num- 
ber of trucks increased, this being a city 
which is spread out over a large territory. 
Since competition has become so _ strong 
among business concerns, the smaller con- 
cerns in particular, if they are to continue to 
hoid on, must increase their business by en- 
larging the territory which they serve. Take 
the particular instance of the man who sells 
fish to meat markets and to grocery dealers. 
That fish must be delivered quickly in order 
to keep it from spoiling. Men who live out 
forty or fifty miles have a trade for fish 


and the only way they can get that fish is 
for someone to deliver it ina truck. It does 
not make much difference to them if they 
have to add a little extra to the price when it 
is sold to the consumer. The consumer pays 
it usually without any objection. There are 
thousands of instances like this that one 
runs across if he is digging into this matter 
to find out the reason why horses have de- 
creased on city streets in some places and 
trucks have increased. 

In speaking about the use of horses in 
cities, I should like to call attention to the 
fact that city buyers complain very seridus- 
ly of the fact that farmers are sending 
horses to the cities that are not broken. City 
buyers claim these horses do not know how 
to back. Therefore, it would seem to me 
that it would be dollars in the pockets of 
the farmers if they would bear this matter 
in mind and give their horses considerable 
schooling before they send them to the city. 

No doubt some of you people have read 
with interest the reports of the pulling con- 
tests as put on by the Horse Association of 
America. These contests have been held 
now for two years and in each instance have 
proved very successful. The results of these 
pulling contests have had a very valuable 
purpose in focusing attention upon the value 
of big hitches. In recent years when the

used very extensively by the better class of 
farmers. 

While we are on the subject of pulling 
contests and large team units, I should like 
to call attention to the fact that there is a 
big change going on with respect to the type 
of draft horse best suited to either farm or 
city work. Ten years ago there was a lot 
being said about the importance of having 
draft horses that stood up well so they could 
cover the ground with more ease than the 
shorter-legged horse. During the last few 
years, when city teams have been forced to 
haul bigger loads than ever before, there has 
been a demand for shorter-legged, heavier- 
boned draft horses. While this demand was 
increased in the cities, there was also a de- 
mand being developed in the country for this 
thicker made horse for the reason that he 
could do his work with less feed and there- 
fore at less cost. All of you know this wide- 
out, low-down horse will stay fat with less 
feed and will stand more punishment than 
this up-standing, light-middled horse. It 
seems this up-standing horse is usually 
light-boned and frequently does not have as 
good a disposition. Furthermore, he does 
not have the capacity for holding feed from 
one meal time to the next. In addition to 
that his disposition is such that he worries 
a good deal and particularly if conditions 
under which he is working are not satisfact- 
ory. It stands to reason, therefore, that 
such a horse is going to be more expensive 
than one that goes about his job quietly be- 
cause of his good disposition and has a 
stomach capacity sufficient to carry enough 
feed to keep up his strength from one meal 
time to the next. 

There is one other thing which farmers 
should think about seriously and that is rela- 
tive to the time most suited for marketing 
of their draft geldings. I frequently get let- 
ters from farmers in mid-summer saying 
they have a good gelding to sell. I always 
have to say to these men that they are try- 
ing to market their gelding at the wrong 
season of the year. There are two seasons 
of the year that are best suited for selling 
of good big geldings and that is the Spring 
and the Fall. The Spring is very much to 
be preferred because usually the market is 
considerably higher at that time. One could 
determine just about when is the best time 
by watching the market reports. Usually 
we expect the market for such horses to be 
at its height during the month of March. In 
case there are heavy snows in the East, the 
good time may be delayed until April. Last 
Spring we had several pairs of geldings that 
I know about that sold for a little above 
$800 per pair. I expect the same thing to 
happen this Spring and I would not be sur- 
prised if even higher prices than that were 
recorded because these geldings are getting 
extremely scarce. You should also bear in 
mind in getting your geldings ready to sell 
that buyers want short-haired horses. They 
also want fat horses and horses that have 
been worked some. They want this short- 
haired horse because he is less likely to take 
pneumonia in shipment. The horse with the 
long hair takes cold easily when put into a 
car or closed barn. The buyer wants a horse 
with hard flesh because such people are buy- 
ing these horses for the purpose of putting 
them to work as quickly as possible. If a 
horse is thin he cannot do a full day’s work. 
If he is over fat and has not had regular 
work or exercise, his muscles are too soft to 
expect him to do a full day’s work. That 
kind of a horse melts away very readily, as 
the saying goes. Therefore, of the two, the 
buyer much prefers a horse that is a little 
thin to one that is over fat and shows he 
has had no exercise. 

Let me say in conclusion, that with a good

The Development of the Georgina Tribe. 
(Continued from page 3) 


Georgina 2nd of Aberlour proved to be one 
of the most valuable cows at Ballindalloch, 
for she was the dam of Genista (15051) who 
in turn was the dam of Gentian, champion 
of the breed as a two-year-old. Although 
this is another bianch of the strain from the 
one under consideiation it is well to observe 
those facts as an evidence of the value of the 
Aberlour cow as a breeder. In 1891 Georg- 
ina of Aberlour dropped Gildroy later a 
grand champion bull at the Royal Agricul- 
tural Society Exhibition. Then the follow- 
ing year (1892) she produced Gerenda 
(9259) and we ate back again to the pedi- 
gree before us. Gerenda was first as a 
three-year-old cow at the Highland Society 
show in 1895. Later Gerenda produced Gieta 
of Ballindalloch (24205) to the service of 
Junior Rover (11796). To the seivice of the 
great bull Bion (11454) Greta of Ballindal- 
loch produced Garrone (30136). Bion was 
bred at Ballindalloch and was by the Erica 
sire Equestrian and after many years service

in the old country he was imported to Amei- 
ica where he did much for the early improve- 
ment of the breed. To the service of Ever- 
ard of Ballindalloch Garrone produced the 
cow Gadie and the animal referred to in the 
pedigree herewith. It will be seen then that 
there are four generations of Ballindalloch 
breeding in the animal, the pedigree of 
which we reproduce here and because of the 
fact that Whig was an Erica-Jilt sire from 
Ballindalloch there are really five genera- 
tions of Ballindalloch breeding. 

Gadie -4535- (43852) Imp., was secured 
from the Ballindalloch herd of Sir John Mac- 
Pherson Grant by the agent of John D. Lar- 
kin, Queenstown, Ontario, and imported to 
Canada in December, 1910, when in her two- 
year-old form. She later passed into the 
hands of Mr. James Bowman of Guelph and 
from there she went to Glencarnock. Some 
years ago an effort was made by Mr. Jas. 
D. McGregor to secure a number of Georg- 
inas and he secured Gadie and a number of 
her daughters. 

The Family in America—Duting the yeais 
that have intervened between the birth of 
Georgina of Burnside and her later purchase 
by the agent of Sir George MacPherson 
Giant and the present day, many families in 
it have enjoyed booms and set backs, but 
during that period the Georginas have never 
been excessively boomed although they have 
gradually become more and more prominent. 
In the herds of Scotland today they are 
among: the breed’s choicest strains, but for 
some reason or other they have not been 
imported to America in large numbers. In 
fact those imported by Mr. J. D. Larkin and 
later mostly secured by Jas. D. McGregor, 
Brandon, Manitoba, seem to be about the 
only members of this family in North Amer- 
ica today. That is an additional reason why 
members of the family have not taken a 


1eal outstanding part in show yard competi- 
tions—the animals ate not here. The old 
country record however indicates the merit 
of the foundation. 

Dr. Raymond Brown of Joliet, Illinois, has 
one female of this family, Hartley Stock 
Farm of Page, Noith Dakota, has another 
and Mr. H. O. Harrison, of San Francisco, 
Catifoinia, has another, Greta of Glencar- 
nock, and a member of the Harrison show 
herd in 1924. If there are other animals in 
the United States of this family the writer 
has not been able to trace them, so it would 
appear that the breeding stock of this strain 
is limited. 

It must be remembered that there is an- 
other family of the breed known as the 
Georgina of Rothiemay and this family 
should not be ecnfused with the Georgina of 
Ballindalloch strain. The Rothiemay Georg- 
inas were founded and developed at Rothie- 
may and they are much more widely spread 
in America than the more favored Ballindal- 
loch strain. The Ballindalloch Georgina |s 
not related to the Rothiemay strain of the 
same name.
